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Ex-police officer son 
of MP jailed over lies

THE son of Northampton 
South MP Brian Binley was 
today starting a four-month 
prison sentence after he re¬ 
cruited his mother into a plot 
to pervert the course of jus¬ 
tice to avoid a drink-driving 
conviction. 

Former police officer Matthew 
Binley, aged 27, was caught out when 
his repeated lies and fabricated sto¬ 
ries unravelled after his 50-year-old 
mother attempted to claim she had 
been driving his car. 

Jacqueline Binley, who is es¬ 
tranged from Conservative MP Bri¬ 
an Binley, said she was driving her 
son’s Alfa Romeo after he crashed it 
when more than two times over the 
drink-drive limit. 

They both pleaded guilty last 
month to conspiracy to pervert the 
course of justice while he admitted 
drink driving. 

Piers Reed, prosecuting at North¬ 
ampton Crown Court, said: “Why 
would someone facing the inconven¬ 
ience of a potential 12-month driv¬ 
ing disqualification involve anybody 
else, let alone his own mother? The 
answer may lie in the fact that for 
some years he was a serving officer 
with Northamptonshire Police. He 
believed he knew a way around the 
problem. Due to the household to 
which both defendants belonged, it 
appears that from the clear knowl¬ 
edge he acquired from his service 


with the police and his clearly dis¬ 
honest answers to them, they ex¬ 
pended many, many more hours in 
excess of what they would otherwise 
usually have done.” 

The court heard Matthew Binley 
had been at a wedding on May 22 


and was dropped off by a friend, who 
later told police he was drunk, at his 
flat in Leicester Street, Northamp¬ 
ton, at 11.30pm before heading into 
Northampton town centre. 

But instead of heading home lat¬ 
er, he crashed his car into a kerb in 


Harborough Road, Kingsthorpe, and 
burst a tyre. The breakdown recov¬ 
ery mechanic realised Binley was 
drunk and called police. 

But before officers arrived, Binley 
rang a former colleague and police 
officer hoping it would encourage of¬ 


ficers to “let it slide”. The officers in¬ 
volved later told investigators Binley 
had told him: “I’ve crashed my car 
and I’m drunk,” Mr Reed said. 

After two attempts to run off and 
hide in bushes, he was eventually ar¬ 
rested. Police found he had 86 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres 
of breath. The legal limit is 35. 

On August 1 Jacqueline Binley 
handed a statement to police claim¬ 
ing she was the driver. Investigations 
showed they had both repeatedly lied 
and even tried to recruit a taxi driver 
into providing a false alibi. 

The court also heard Jacqueline 
Binley acted out of “a misguided 
sense of loyalty” as a text on her 
phone stated: “I’m so worried it’s all 
going to blow up in my face. I just 
wish Matt would bite the bullet and 
take the rap. I’m beginning to resent 
him asking me but I daren’t tell him 
to his face.” 

Judge Michael Fowler jailed Mat¬ 
thew Binley and banned him from 
driving for two years. Mrs Binley 
was handed an eight-week sentence, 
suspended for two years, and must 
do 150 hours’ community service 
and pay £500 costs. 

Ben Gow, for Mrs Binley, said: 
“Her actions were desperate and ex¬ 
tremely stupid and to her credit, she 
recognises there was a degree of ar¬ 
rogance in the way she behaved.” 

Mrs Binley offered no comment as 
she left court. Brian Binley, who was 
not in court yesterday, was unavail¬ 
able for comment.

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Final farewell 
for Georgie 



HUNDREDS of people are 
expected to attend the 
funeral of a well-known 
Northampton teacher and 
community activist who 
died on New Year's Day. 

Georgie Young was a teacher 
at Delapre Middle School for 35 
years and was the school’s dep¬ 
uty headteacher before she re¬ 
tired. She was also instrumental 
in the campaign to build the £1.8 
million Far Cotton Rec Centre in 
Towcester Road, Far Cotton. 

Mrs Young, who was known to 
many people under her previous 
married name of Atkinson, died 
on January 1, aged 65, after con¬ 
tracting pneumonia while bat¬ 
tling cancer. 

Her husband, the former lead¬ 
er of Northamptonshire County 
Council, Mick Young, said he ex¬ 
pected several hundred people to 
attend her funeral at All Saints 
Church in the centre of North¬ 
ampton at 2pm on Thursday, Jan¬ 
uary 20. 

He said: “We’ve assumed there 
will be about 350 people, but there 
could easily be more because we 
know she was very well respected 
in the area.” 

During her time at Delapre 
Middle School, Mrs Young was 
known both for her passion for 
music and drama and for her 
commitment to promoting the 
welfare of the school’s children. 

Mr Young said: “She always 
cared about children first and 
foremost. Her basic philosophy 
was that if a child’s welfare 
wasn’t cared for, they would 
never learn, so that’s where she 
always started from.” 

After retiring from teaching, 
Mrs Young stayed at Delapre Mid¬ 
dle School as a family and learn¬ 
ing mentor, helping children with 
educational problems. 

She also played a pivotal role in 
the construction of the Far Cot¬ 
ton Rec Centre, a community cen¬ 
tre and library which replaced 
facilities devastated by the floods 


of 1998. 

Mr Young said: “The Rec Cen¬ 
tre is the biggest physical repre¬ 
sentation of what she achieved, 
but most of what she focused on 
were more practical issues. 

“For example, if she knew 
there was a sofa somewhere and 
she knew somebody who needed 
a sofa, she’d always make sure it 
got to them. She always did things 
for the benefit of other people.” 

Mrs Young had beaten breast 
cancer two years ago, but during 
a holiday to France in October 
last year, became ill again. 

On returning to Britain, it was 
discovered she had the disease 


again. After starting chemother¬ 
apy, she contracted pneumonia 
over Christmas and died on New 
Year’s Day. 

Mr Young said: “The quality 
of care she had at Northampton 
General Hospital was first class. 

“The doctors and nurses were 
all absolutely superb, both in 
making her as comfortable as 
possible and also in supporting 
me and the rest of the family.” 

Mrs Young leaves two children, 
John and Charlotte, a stepdaugh¬ 
ter, Kir sty, and her son Dylan, 
plus a foster-daughter, Clare, 
and her children Holly, Ben and 
Kayleigh.

Building 
‘Just pile 
of ashes’ 


A BUSINESS owner has spoken 
of his shock at finding his North¬ 
amptonshire office burned to the 
ground. 

Three business units were destroyed 
by a fire that raged through East Haddon 
Hill industrial estate, near Great Bring- 
ton, on Sunday afternoon. 

Robin Moore, who owns exhibition and 
events company Cmex, said he “couldn’t 
believe” the extent of the fire, which left 
only a pile of ashes where his office build¬ 
ing and manufacturing unit once stood 
for 15 years. 

Mr Moore, who rented the building 
from a local farmer, said: “We heard 
about the fire on Sunday, but we weren’t 
allowed near it. We were told there was 
an explosion that went through our build¬ 
ing very quickly 

“When I saw it on Monday it was a 
shock, seeing the extent of what a fire 
could do. There was nothing left. We have 
been able to continue running the busi¬ 
ness from another office in Duston. 

“My staff have worked very hard in 
this disaster recovery-type situation and 
we got into action first thing on Monday” 

Dimension Four was the only busi¬ 
ness to escape unharmed, along with the 
neighbouring farm house. 

Nicky Deakin, who took over the pre¬ 



cision engneering business from her late 
husband in 2007, turned up for work on 
Monday to discover the wreckage on the 
estate. 

She said: “My company. Dimension 
Four, was fortunate to survive the fire as it 
is a detached unit and I am most grateful 
to the efforts of the fire crew who worked 
so hard to protect the building during the 
incident. We shall not be operating until 
power is restored. My thoughts are with 
the companies who were not so fortu¬ 
nate.” 

The estate is still cordoned off because 
of strong winds and an unsafe structure. 
Daventry District Council environmental 
health department, which had also im¬ 
posed the cordon, is currently investigat¬ 
ing fears of asbestos fibres in the area. 
The cause of the fire is under investiga¬ 
tion.

Number 
of jobless 
has fallen 

UNFMPLOYMFNT rates in Northamp¬ 
ton have fallen significantly over the 
past year, leading politicians to claim 
the town has weathered the worst of 
the global recession. 

Documents due to be revealed during 
a meeting of Northampton Borough 
Council next week show between No¬ 
vember 2009 and November 2010, the 
number of people claiming Job Seek¬ 
er’s Allowance in Northampton fell by 
22.9 per cent. 

The council’s cabinet member for re¬ 
generation, Councillor Richard Church 
(Lib Dem, Kingsthorpe), said the drop 
reflected the prosperity of the town’s 
warehousing industry. 

He said: “The figures demonstrate 
that Northampton has weathered the 
recession well, due particularly to the 
town’s strength in warehousing, logis¬ 
tics and related trades.” 

In a bid to help boost the warehous¬ 
ing sector. Councillor Church said the 
council was working to attract new 
companies to the Brackmills industrial 
estate on the outskirts of Northampton 
and was looking at creating an innova¬ 
tion centre in the town to promote the 
further development of the industry. 

The latest employment figures mean 
there are 5,036 people in Northampton 
currently claiming Job Seeker’s Allow¬ 
ance, the equivalent of 3.75 per cent of 
the town’s population.

Schools keep 
£38m surplus 


HEADTEACHERS of 
schools in Northamp¬ 
tonshire have defended 
their decision to keep 
more than £38 million 
in surplus cash over the 
last financial year. 

Latest figures released by 
the Department for Educa¬ 
tion showed that 178 of the 
323 schools in the county 
were listed as having an “ex¬ 
cessive” cash surplus in 2009- 
10 . 

Under powers rarely used 
by local authorities, North¬ 
amptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil could recall money if 
headteachers at secondary 
schools have saved more than 
five per cent of their budgets, 
or more than eight per cent at 
primary school level. 

If the council did choose 
to claw back some money, it 


would be entitled to claim a 
total excess budget surplus 
of £15.8 million, down from 
£17.9 million in 2008-09. 

However, headteachers of 
schools in the county said 
they were saving money for 
essential building work or 
school improvements. 

Geoff Adams, headteach¬ 
er of Bridgewater Primary 
School, in Northampton, 
which has an uncommitted 
revenue balance of £119,257, 
said the money had been put 
aside to build a new class¬ 
room. 

He said: “We have been sav¬ 
ing for the last two years to 
build an extension which will 
be used for lessons and for 
our after-school club. I have 
been in touch with the coun¬ 
ty council and it is aware of 
what we have been doing.”

headteacher of Weedon Bee 
Primary, which has an un¬ 
committed revenue balance 
of £30,183, said the money 
would be used to improve the 
school’s IT department. 

He said: “We had an Ofsted 
inspection last term and they 
said we needed to improve 
our ICT so the money will be 
used to buy new computers 
for the whole school, digital 
video cameras and to improve 
the IT infrastructure. 


“Very few primary schools 
have any spare cash that is 
not committed somewhere.” 

Councillor Andrew Grant, 
cabinet member for educa¬ 
tion, said any excess cash sur¬ 
plus could be used by schools 
to fund school transport or 
lollipop ladies, services that 
the county council is stop¬ 
ping or reducing funding for. 

He said: “If there is any¬ 
thing untoward we will claw 
it back.”

It could be described as the Welsh equivalent (scenically) to the 
famous Settle-Carlisle route. To break up our journey, we plan a very short 
photographic break of 10 minutes at Llandrindod Wells. We then head south 
through more miles of unspoilt scenery before we sample a tour of South Wales 
- taking us through the edge of Swansea and near the coastline before eventual 
arrival into Cardiff. 

CARDIFF & RETURN JOURNEY: A break of up to 2 hours is expected at Cardiff, which has a 
rich culture and has plenty of things to do in the vicinity of the station such as Cardiff Castle, the 
Millennium Stadium, Saint David’s Shopping Centre and many good eating places. Our evening 
return is via Newport, the Severn Tunnel, Bristol area and the fast but often rurally landscaped Great 
Western Mainline, followed by London and the Thames.

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Tesco set to 
open in April 



THE largest empty shop 
unit in Northampton town 
centre will be filled in April 
when the new Tesco store 
opens. 

The supermarket giant said 
yesterday the scheduled open¬ 
ing date for their new Abing- 
ton Street store, on the former 
Woolworths site, will be April 4, 
27 months after the high street 
chain folded. 

A planning application lodged 
with Northampton Borough 
Council also showed proposals 
for a cash machine built into the 
store front and new illuminated 
signage. 

The Woolworths store closed in 
January 2009 after the firm went 
into administration. 

The Tesco application said: 
“The proposed works are entirely 
associated with the proposed re¬ 
tail use and this is considered ac¬ 
ceptable in principle. 

Moreover, the proposed retail 
use would bring back a vacant 
unit into live’ use and therefore 
re-introduce an active frontage 
on Abington Street.” 

The application stated the 
building had locally listed sta¬ 
tus but that the existing upper 


floor windows, which form part 
of the art deco facade, would be 
retained. 

Tesco said the store would be a 
“top-up” convenience goods store, 
“providing an enhanced service 
to local residents and workers”. 

As many as 120 jobs could be 
created when the 9,000 sq ft store 
opens. 

Tesco already has eight stores 


around Northampton, with the 
closest to the town centre being 
the Tesco Express in Abington, 
which is more than a mile away. 

Metro stores are smaller than 
a supermarket, but larger than 
their Tesco’s Express conven¬ 
ience stores. The completed re¬ 
development work will see the 
ground floor of the building 
made into the mini-supermarket.

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Council tax scam 


PEOPLE across Northampton 
are being warned about a new 
scam which offers residents a 
reward for paying their coun¬ 
cil tax bills. 

Northampton Borough 
Council issued the alert after 
the Guildhall was contacted 
by a number of residents who 
have been called by individu¬ 
als claiming to work for the 
council or government, who 
then try to con them out of 
cash. 

The bogus callers claimed 
that residents were entitled 
to a reward of thousands of 
pounds for paying their coun¬ 
cil tax on time over the last 
few years, which they could 
only claim if they paid the 
caller. 

Residents were asked to 
supply their bank details in 


order to pay £100 so they can 
collect the £7,000 reward. 
Barry Andrews, aged 65, of 
Weston Favell, Northamp¬ 
ton, said his 86-year-old aunt 
was subject to the scam. He 
said she knew something was 
wrong when the representa¬ 
tive asked for her bank details 
so she terminated the call. 

A spokesman for North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
said: “Our officers will never 
call someone out of the blue. 
If you are due a refund we 
will either pay the money 
back into your bank account 
directly or issue a refund 
cheque to you in the post. 

“If you are contacted by 
one of these scammers then 
please call Northampton¬ 
shire County Council Trading 
Standards or the police.”

LIBRARY users took to the streets 
on Saturday to protest against 
potential closures with hundreds 
signing a petition to stop cuts. 

St James Library, in St James Road was 
earmarked for closure by Northampton¬ 
shire County Council when it announced 
proposed cuts to library services across 
the county last year. A total of eight li¬ 
braries and half of the county’s mobile 
libraries could be lost if the plans go 
ahead. 

Graham Croucher, secretary of the St 
James Residents’ Association, said: “We 
had a fantastic response. About 50 people 
came out for the protests and between 200 
and 300 have signed the petition in around 
three hours. 

“The library is a vital hub for the com¬ 
munity We have already lost the Sure 
Start Centre in St James and if we lose 
the library we will lose all the children’s 
activities held there. We will have noth¬ 
ing in St James, services have been whit¬ 
tled down here for a number of years 
and to lose the library would be a disas¬ 
ter.” 

John Connolly chairman of the resi¬ 
dents’ association, said: “This is an attack 
on the very foundations of people’s right 
to education.” 

The county council announced it was 
considering closing the libraries in the 
county with the biggest overlap of visi¬ 
tors, not with the least number of users, 
in a bid to save £790,000. However, cam¬ 
paigners dispute this is an adequate way 
to measure usage. 

Mr Croucher said: “42,000 items were 
borrowed from this library last year and 
706 people walked in there - it is well 
used.” 

David Finlay, aged 66, from Weedon 
Road, St James said: “Education within 
the local community starts in libraries. 
They should be doing more to promote 
the fact we have these libraries not clos¬ 
ing them.”

COFFEE lovers have 
welcomed the develop¬ 
ment of a 'drive-thru' 
Starbucks on the out¬ 
skirts of Northampton. 

The American coffee giant 
is currently building its first 
branch in the town, next to 
the Toys R Us store on the St 
James Retail Park in Towces- 
ter Road. 

When it is completed, the 
2,131-sq-ft store will feature a 
cafe as well as the ‘drive-thru’ 
lane. 

The development has been 
welcomed by fans of the 
chain, who for the past three 
years have been running a 
campaign on the social net¬ 
working website, Facebook, 
to get the company to open in 
the town. 

Coffee lover Annalee 
Bougourd, who works in 
Northampton town centre, 
said: “I’m really pleased that 
we’ll finally have a Starbucks 
in Northampton. 

“I’m a big fan of their 
drinks and I think it’s just the 
sort of place that Northamp¬ 
ton needs. 

“It’s a shame it’s not in the 
town centre, but maybe this 
will just be the beginning.” 

Planning permission for 
the development was granted 
by the West Northampton¬ 


shire Development Corpora¬ 
tion (WNDC) in June last year 
even though the development 
was opposed by experts from 
Northampton Borough coun¬ 
cil, who feared it would harm 
the town centre by boosting 
trade on the retail park. 

In a letter to the WNDC, bor¬ 
ough council planning officer, 
Greg Shaw, said: “Starbucks 
is the kind of leisure facil¬ 
ity which would enhance the 
leisure offer of Northampton 
town centre. 

“While this proposal does 
not increase the retail space 
in the retail park, it will add 
to its appeal as a destination 
to visit for leisure, and conse¬ 
quently retailing.” 

Despite the council’s con¬ 
cerns, experts from the 
WNDC approved the plans, 
saying they believed the de¬ 
velopment ‘would not affect 
the vitality and viability of 
Northampton town centre’. 

The store is currently be¬ 
ing built on a car park which 
stood next to Toys R Us. Over¬ 
all, the development will see 
the loss of 14 parking spaces 
from the retail park. 

Starbucks opened its first 
‘drive-thru’ in Cardiff in 
2008. 

The firm has not yet an¬ 
nounced the opening date of 
the Northampton branch.

A CHAMPION weightlifter from 
Northampton has seen had his Olym¬ 
pic dreams shattered after testing posi¬ 
tive for steroids. 

Denis Catana, a 94kg snatch and 
clean and jerk lifter, has had a two- 
year suspension for anabolic steroid 
abuse confirmed by UK Anti-Doping. 

The Northampton-based 25-year- 
old, who is of Moldovan origin, won 
the 2010 national 94kg title but tested 
positive for Metenolone ahead of the 
last year’s Commonwealth Games in 
Delhi. 

Catana was provisionally banned in 
September last year, a suspension that 
will last until September 20, 2012. 

However, British Olympic Associa¬ 
tion rules mean he will also be banned 
from Team GB for life, meaning he will 


not be able to compete in the London 
Olympics or any Games after. 

A tribunal heard Catana had been 
using a gel, meant for horses, to treat 
a leg injury but had only checked if 
the supplements broke anti-doping 
rules with shop assistants and failed 
to check with team doctors. 

Catana claimed Metenolone, an ana¬ 
bolic steroid associated with the treat¬ 
ment of some forms of anaemia and 
osteoporosis, found its way into his 
body inadvertently through the sup¬ 
plement, which he bought in Moldova. 

UK Anti-Doping’s director of opera¬ 
tions, Nicole Sapstead, said: “This case 
shows the importance of our major 
event programme, and our commit¬ 
ment to stopping athletes who dope 
competing on the world stage.”

Mr Humbert, who has been run¬ 
ning the auctioneers in Towcester 
for 10 years, added: “This is defi¬ 
nitely one of the most unusual 
lots we have ever had.” 

The vehicle is named Caerphil¬ 
ly after a Welsh town and has a 
rotating turret that fires smokes, 
grenades or bombs. 

Mr Humbert confirmed the 
vehicle has featured in several 
famous films and added: “I can’t 
say who but a few celebrities have 
taken their tank driving licence 
in this vehicle.” 

The carrier will be auctioned 
in one of the Humberts’ biggest 
ever sales, with more than 1,000 
other lots, all of which are unre¬ 
served. 

Mr Humbert said he expected 
the vehicle to sell for between 
£6,000 and £8,000, which he said 
was quite cheap. 

He said: “This is one of our big¬ 


gest ever sales and as nothing is 
reserved it will give everyone a 
chance to have a steal.” 

The auction will include lots of 
medals, badges, swords and guns, 
and an exclusive lot of unseen 
Hitler photographs. 

Mr Humbert added: “The pho¬ 
tographs of Hitler have never 
been seen before and they have 
stirred up quite a lot of interest 
over the last few weeks. 

“I think this could be one of our 
best sales in a good few years. 

“It’s great for us to have a tank 
like this to auction. 

“It also means anyone who 
hasn’t seen a tank up close before, 
or is interested in buying it, will 
be able to come and view it and sit 
in the driver’s seat.” 

The military auction will begin 
on January 18 at 6pm and con¬ 
tinue on January 19 and 20, with 
browsing going on all day.

Leading the service, the Rev Andrew 
Thomas said: “We are here to share in 
the celebration of Harry’s life - a life that 
clearly by the sheer number of people here, 
touched the lives of so many. 

“I met Harry in November when we 
raised some money for Thomas’s Fund in 
the church and the smile we have seen in 
pictures this morning is the one I will long 
remember, as I am sure so many other peo¬ 
ple will too.”

Aldi could 
fund town 
manager 

BUDGET supermarket firm Aldi 
should be forced to pay for a town cen¬ 
tre manager for Towcester if plans to 
build a new store in the town are ap¬ 
proved, planning experts from South 
Northamptonshire Council have said. 

Aldi first revealed plans to build a 
store on the site of the Central Wool 
Growers building off Old Greens Nor¬ 
ton Road in 2007. 

They were refused permission to 
build the store by the council, but Aldi 
has revealed new plans in 2009. 

Under the latest scheme, their 
planned store would be slightly small¬ 
er than the one proposed in 2007 and 
a new shop would be built for Central 
Wool Growers, which would be re¬ 
branded as Southern Counties Agri¬ 
cultural and Trading Society (SCATS) 
and sell a range of produce including 
farming and equestrian equipment, 
country clothing and power tools. 

Planning experts from the council 
have said the new plans should be sup¬ 
ported, but argued Aldi should pay 
the council £70,000 to employ a town 
centre manager for Towcester for two 
years as well as providing cash for a 
new cycle route and pedestrian cross¬ 
ing close to the new store as well as 
new sign posts directing people into 
the town centre and new bus shelters. 

Members of South Northampton¬ 
shire Council discussed the Aldi plans 
earlier this week, but a final decision 
on whether the scheme should be al¬ 
lowed will be made by members of 
the West Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC) later in 
the year.

Tragedy as 
Butcher dies 
in his sieep 


FOOTBALL is in mourning following the death 
of Northampton-born player Richard Butcher. 

The Macclesfield midfielder and former Cob¬ 
blers youth-teamer died in his sleep at his Man¬ 
chester home on Sunday night at the age of just 
29. Butcher, whose parents still live in Far Cot¬ 
ton in Northampton, was on the Sixfields roster 
for a year from 1999, but failed to make a first 
team appearance. 

He moved on to play for county neighbours 
Kettering Town, before establishing himself as 
a consistent League player with Lincoln City, 
Oldham Athletic, Peterborough United, Notts 
County and Macclesfield. 

Butcher played for Macclesfield as recently 
as January 3, and scored a goal in their 2-2 New 
Year’s Day draw at Bury. 

He played a total of 356 senior games in his 
career, scoring 49 times. 

Cobblers boss Ian Sampson, who was a player 
at the club when Butcher was part of the youth 
set-up, said: “It’s very sad news and very shock¬ 
ing. He was only 29 and he had his whole life 
ahead of him. 

“I was only speaking to his mum three weeks 
ago because they still live in town and Richard 
was a Northampton boy. 

“I knew him because he was an apprentice 
here while I was a player and it was a long time 
ago, but he was a cracking lad who got on with 
everyone. It’s just devastating news and my 
thoughts go out to his family.” 


Saints are hit by 
injury headache 


Striker at 
Sixfields 
for talks 

THE Cobblers were yesterday in con¬ 
tract talks at Sixfields with an npow- 
er Championship striker as manager 
Ian Sampson bids to bolster his at¬ 
tacking options. 

Town have had a five-figure fee 
accepted for a 21-year-old centre- 
forward who made his name in non- 
League football and who has scored 
goals while on loan elsewhere. 

It’s hoped the deal will be the first 
of two the club complete during the 
transfer window, with an offer still 
on the table for Burton Albion strik¬ 
er Shaun Harrad. 

But while a wall of silence has 
been put up by the Brewers, North¬ 
ampton have been able to do business 
with a club in the second tier of Eng¬ 
lish football, and will stage negotia¬ 
tions with their transfer target and 
his agent today. 

And chairman David Cardoza says 
the potential new recruit is one that 
will create plenty of excitement 
around Sixfields. 

“I’m reasonably confident we’ll be 
able to sort something out,” he said. 

“We’re quite excited about him, 
we think he’s going to be a player 
we can develop and we think he’s got 
a chance of being a very, very good 
player. 

“He’s 21 years old and he’s one that 
hopefully will grow and evolve with 
the club. 

“Sammo has had his eye on him for 
a little while. 

“We were alerted to him a couple 
of years back when he was in non- 
League and we’ve always kept an eye 
on him. 

“We have enquired about him on a 
number of occasions and it’s always 
been a case of trying to get him on 
loan. 

“This time we’re talking about get¬ 
ting him permanently and if we can 
do that then it will be very exciting.” 

Cardoza is also maintaining an in¬ 
terest in striker Harrad, but concedes 
there are other players the club will 
look at signing if Burton are reluc¬ 
tant to do a deal. 

“We’ve got a number of different 
options but out of those, Shaun is our 
top one,” he said. “If that isn’t going 
to happen then we’ll move on.” 

The Cobblers are in npower League 
Two action on Saturday when they 
travel to Gillingham, who could in¬ 
clude two former Town players of 
the year in their line-up in Adebayo 
Akinfenwa and Danny Jackman. 

The Cobblers drew 1-1 with Chel¬ 
tenham at Sixfields last Saturday. 


JIM MALLINDER is confident 
he has the squad to cope 
with the loss of England 
star Courtney Lawes after 
confirming the Saints lock 
will be out for up to three 
months. 

The Jimmy’s End Giant damaged 
the medial cruciate ligament in his 
right knee in the opening minutes 
of Saturday’s 27-16 east midlands 
derby defeat against Leicester. 
Chris Ashton also looks set to miss 


tomorrow night’s Heineken Cup 
clash against Edinburgh at Frank¬ 
lin’s Gardens after pulling a muscle 
in his thigh, though Mallinder is 
hopeful he will be back for the trip 
to Castres. 

And Mallinder revealed Shane 
Geraghty’s injury is not as bad as 
first feared. Geraghty suffered a 
hairline fracture in his eye socket 
after colliding with a team-mate 
when he came on against Leices¬ 
ter. He will be out for a couple of 
weeks. 


Lawes, who had a brace on his 
right knee and was on crutches 
while watching the Wanderers on 
Monday night, will miss the Six Na¬ 
tions and was due to see a specialist 
yesterday. 

Mallinder said: “Potentially he 
could be out for three months. It 
will be around that time, you can 
not expect any sort of miraculous 
recovery with an injury like that. 

“It is a big blow. He played well 
over the autumn internationals and 
he has been playing well for us. You 


would like him going into two big 
European games, but that is life and 
professional sport and that is why 
you have a squad. 

“We coped well without him during 
the autumn internationals and I am 
sure we will do the same now.” 

“We have got options. Mark So¬ 
renson has been around the squad 
and we have got Calum Clark who 
can play in the second row and back 
row. Plus Adam Eustace has come 
back to fitness.” 

Kick-off tomorrow is at 8pm.
